QuiNcv, 111a., May 21.— The mighty 
Hood in the Miasissii)[)i, which will bo ro- 
iiioiubered us witliout prccodoiit in tho 
destruction and suft'eriiitj cioated, ia slow- 
ly abating, and it ia thought the worst (jf 
tho high water is past, but tho worst that 
could happen luu already otKsurred. Hun- 
dreds of families are homeless and thou- 
sands of acres of growing crops aro 
ruinod, to Biiy notltiiig of tlia loss oiitailud 
by demolished dwolliiigs, wrecked fences 
and washouts. Vvuia tlio northern end 
of Adnuis County to tho smithoni end of 
Pike County, tho land on tlie llliuoia side 
of tho river was protieoted by a syatein of 
loveo.s, tlio region embracing 250,000 
acres. All the region is now a vast lake 
from six fo ton feet in depth. 
Alonf{ the blufts on the eastern edge 
of the submerged district the residoiits 
aro living in teiit.s, luita uud in the open 
air. Before the Hood most of these people 
wore well-to-do, prosperous farmers, but 
now they have little or nothing. Much 
sickness prevails among tho unfortunates, 
owing to want and exposure, but prompt 
measures have been taken to alleviate the 
auiforingg. Tho relief coniniittees from 
(.Juiiicy wont above and below tho city 
yesterday with provisions, clotiiiiig and 
medicines, and most cases of iminodiate 
want have been cared for, but tho victims 
will need assistance for several weeks to 
come. Several thousand dollars have 
been raised in this city for the Ijoiiefit of 
the victims. While a large majority of the 
inhabitants lied to the higlier ground, n 
few wore not granted time to get away, 
or misjudged tho ohnracter of the breaks 
in the levee and determined to stay in 
their homes, tind are now living in 
garrets or on roofs. Every roof has boon 
turned into a place of refuge, but 
many houses have been lifted from their 
foundations and carried away with the 
current or demolished entirely. Tiie 
towns of Fall Creek. Seohorii and Hulls, 
are but mere islands and liuiidrcd.s of 
refugees huddle together in the limited 
space. Four or live families are living in 
each of tho rooms of tho few houses above 
svater and are suilering intensely. Tlie 
damage to railway property is enormous, 
and it will be three weeks after tho water 
subsides before trains can begin runninj; 
again. This city is cut oil' from railway 
cummtinication in every direction exco])b 
the oast. Tlio aggregate loss will reach 
fully threo millions from crops alone. 
The damage to trees, houses, etc., will uii- 
proximate §000,000.

The spring assizes opoiiocl yestcrilay 
morning at 31 o'clock. The names of thosu 
summoned to act on tliu ^jraiicl and potty 
juries woro called, after which tlio CJrand 
Jurors wore sworn in. They, are tis fol- 
lows: L. B. Hamlin (foreman), .J. R. 
-Vndcrson, James Burns, Abol Beswick, J. 
I'. Burgess, E. B. Carinioliaol, Joshua 
Davis, W. Elford, .loliii Finlayson, .lolm 
Kinsman, W. Urimm, R. Lottice, W. U. 
Msson, .J. Mc.\llister, J. \V. Tolmio, Jos.

In charging the Grand Jury, liis lord- 
ship said: Tho culuudar is an unusually 
long one, but fortunately not proi)ortioii- 
atoly of a very serious nature. The first 
case 1 will address the jury on is th^t of 
tho Queen vt. John Dawe and Edward 
Clark. If twelve of the jurymen ap;ree 
upon a trtio bill, the furciiian shall siijn it. 
In case any of the witiicsae.i aro absent, 
you will have thu dopositioiis before you, 
so that your time ^vill not be taken u])aiiy 
longer than is possible. The (iraiid Jury 
aro not so much to try tho coses, but to 
see if there ia a prima jacit cose againnt 
tho accused. The finding of a true bill 
(loes not neoGssarily moan that a prisoner 
is guilty, but it is better fora man to have 
a trial and if he is iniiocoiit iiis innocence 
will go forth to tho world. The case 
against Clark and Dawe is one of a very 
simple nature and the evidunce is very 
clear. Another case is the charge of for- 
gery against James M. Johnson and it, 
loo, is very simple. One against Francis 
M. Bradley is also clear. He broke into 
Mr. Sieward's saloon and waa caught in 
such a way that there will be very little 
for tho court or jury to do. .Several cases 
of conspiracy will bo brought before you. 
The law of conspiracy has been dehned 
clearly, as two or more persons trying to 
oll'oct certain things by unlawful means. 
'I'hb fust J will dual with is tliat of Lim 
Sam and the evidence reveals a state of 
things which ha taken place in our com- 
munity which, if true, should not be al- 
lowed. The indictment is a necessarily 
long one, but you must not be frightened 
at its length. His Lordship then road 
over the charges, after wliith ho told the 
jury that if they found that there was a 
prima fucin case they would bring in a 
true bill and the case would be dealt with 
by the potty jury. If, ccjiitiiiued his lord- 
ship, you are not Batisllod with tho docu- 
mentary evidence, you will have tho ser- 
vices of an able interpreter, Mr. Moore, 
vTiio will lay niatteis before you clearly. 
Ah Sam, a Chiiiaiiiuii, was tho next case, 
on a charge of stealing from thu residence 
of Thomas Russell. There is a case of 
tho Queen against Yip Choiig and Ah Sam 
for attempting to bribe police ollieurs. 
James Wallace is charged with entering 
the promises on Government street, ownetl 
by Mr. L. Cluodacre and settingliro tothoin. 
Tliero is a case, Queen n.v. .laiiios Price, 
and tho ovidonco sets down that the ac- 
cused unlawfully administered poison to 
his daughter. There is a suggeation in 
the deposition that there was a desire to 
kill the girl in ordor to get some property 
which she had at Seattle. J am informed 
tliat thu girl has been apirited away, but 
the ease will remain ihc .same as you will 
iiavo the depiisition.s biifure ynu. >;ow 
comes another ca.se, and a very .Mingtilar 
ono indeed, and very much iiii.\ed." His 
lordship then onterod into the particulars 
of the charge against W. (•. Campbell 
and Q. W. Kennedy and said: "Tho act 
says a conspiracy to dofraiid by false [iro- 
tonces of that kind is a crime nnd must 
be punished."

ROYAL JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 

Brief Descriptlou of the Plan-Work to be 
Commenced Inunedtately. 

Mr. John Teaguo, the successful archi- 
tect in the Royal Jubilee hospital plans 
competition, will have the irorking plans 
ready in the course of a week. The olev- 
alioii shows a plain, substantial central 
building three stories in lioiglit, with base- 
ment, surmounted by a tower. On either 
side of this are pavilion wings forming 
the wards, and connected with the central 
or administration block by a wide corri- 
dor, half way between each ward being 
day rooms. 

The first floor of the admiiiistratiou 
building is reached by wide steps opening 
into a vestibule, beyond which extends a 
central hall the full depth of tho building. 

either side of this hall aro medical 
ollicers' room, committee room, visitois' 
waiting room, accident! reception ward, 
and steward's and matron's rooms. Be- 
yond tho cross corridor on the same floor, 
are the operating ward, eye ward nurse's 
ro(jin, and various other rooms. In tho 
basement arc situated the servants' dining 
room, kitchen, actillory, storeroom, larder, 
furnace room and coal spaces. 

In the second story are tlio medical of- 
ficers' quarters, comprising several rooms, 
<livided from the other portion by a solid 
wall, and ruaohod by a private staircase. 
Tho rear portion is divided into private 
wards, with ono largo room, which inaj' be 
used as a ehapel or children's ward. 

The third story is comprised of private 
wards and necessary bedrooms, etc. 

The large wards are designed on tho 
pavilion principle, which is considered 
tho most advanced idea in hospital plan- 
ning. Tho closets aro thrown out from the 
wards by an intercejitiiig lobby, thus per- 
mitting of a jmre atmosphore so neces- 
sary. Provision is also made for heating 
tho building with open fire places, steam 
or hot water; the latter system will iiro- 
bably bo adopted. Should it be deemed 
necessary to build mortuary, infectious 
ward, wash-houses, etc., they will be 
jilacod at some distance from the main 
building. 

Tho arrangements for heating, ventilat- 
ing and drainage aro admirable, and wlien 
the Royal Jubilee Hospital is complete, 
Victoria will iiossesa an iiiKtitulion, plain 
in nrohitocturo, yet constructed on the 
latest Bcioiitifle principle of hospital 
building. The plans are prepared for a 
striicliire trolilo tho ward capacity of llie 
building which will now he erected, so 
that, if necessary, it can be added to 
without interfering at all with tho origi- 
nal. 

The architect and building cunuiiitf ec 
will visit tho site to-day ami linally de- 
termine tho precise position tho building 
will occupy. As ovoryono knows the 
situation is a lovely ono, the view taking 
in tlio groeii fields and wood to tlie e:isl, 
the archipelago and the grand iiioun- 
tains beyond, including tho lordly Mount 
Baker.

Tho Standard correspondent tit Berlin 
i.> informed upon unquestiunablo authori- 
ty that un imperial decree threatening im- 
jiosition of reprisals upon France, the 
iinmiiienco of which was reported last 
week, will be oUicially published in the 
lii:irli,-MiiM on Wednesday. Thu object 
of the prdcl.'iiaatiim is to put an end to 
the clo.so relations between tho French 
and Alsatians which became intensely ob- 
jectionable to the government. Tho Em- 
peror altixed his signature to tho decree 
liefore Prince Bismarck took his depar- 
ture for Varzin, but publication has been 
ilelayed in tho hopo that the French 
.•uith(jiitie.s would take mlvantage of somi- 
c'liicial hints of Ueriiiaiiy's intention to 
teriiiinato tho ofl'eiisivo practices on the 
frontier, and thus render the formal issu- 
anco of tho proclamation unnecessary, 
i'he latest outrage complained of is the 
causeless detention by force of a Gorman 
traveller named Lettaiier, whose trest- 
mont at tho hands of his French custo- 
dians is said to have been exceedingly bru- 
tal, and it is this case which has decided 
the German authorities to immediately 
promulgate the decree.

The tension between Germany and Rus- 
sia also increases daily. Germany now 
l)roposes ail enormous tax on Russian 
bonds, HO heavy indeed that it is not difli- 
cult to arrive at the conclusion that its im- 
(losition will not entirely exclude the 
bunds from the German markets. That 
this is the direot result of the heavy Rus- 
sian tax on iron there is no doubt, and 
additional hardships nt the hands of Rus- 
sia may roa.sonably be looked for by Ger- 
iiiaii manufacturers. The two empires 
meanwhile are drifting further apart 
through a variety of causeB.

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IMPORTANT BAILWAY STATISTICS. 

From Mr. Oeorge .lohnsou'a graphic 
statistics it is luiirned tlmt the luilcs of 
completed railways in Canada on the 30tli 
.J une lust were 12,202; that the tons of 
freight carried in the year amounted to 
16,367,987; that the passengers carried in 
thu year numbered 10,686,508; that tliu 
reooipU from' passenger traflS'c were Sll,- 
861,597 and from freight trafKc $24,581,-' 
047; that the receipts per train luile woro 
$1.15| and the expenditure 82 1-lOc. ; 
that the percentage of gross receipts ex- 
pended in working the railways wa.s 71.12 
per cent. ; that the paasoiigers carried 
were equal to two and ono-fifth passen- 
gers per inhabitant, and the freight to 
three tons and thirty-live one hundredths 
of IV ton per inhabitant, nnd that the 
total earnings were ^38,841,609 and the 
total expenses $27,624,683. It is inter- 
esting- to nute the advances which mil- 
ways have made in Canada during thi! 
jiast ten years. The number of miles 
has exactly doubled. The number of 
pasaenpiers carried per inhabitant has in- 
creased 40 per cent, and the total num- 
ber carried has increased nearly 00 jier 
cent. The luiniber of tons of fiuiglit 
carried per inhabitant has increased 107 
jier cent. The receipts from paasei';_;eis 
increased . 86 per cent, and those from 
freights oyef 87 p8r cent. The total re- 
ceipts from /.hU -sources have increased 
nearly 90' per cent., and' -the expenses 
have increased nearly 72 percent. The 
earnings of the Intercolonial have in- 
croaHed in the ten years neaily fJO per 
cent. From Iho same work it is learned 
tliat tliij co.st per mile of railways in 
Canada is Sill, 000, and that the jiopnla- 
■ ticin per inilo i:i 417 person.s. In tlie 
I'niled States the cost has been the .same 
Jisin Canada, but the population per mile 
is 417. In (ireat Britain the cost per 
mile is 1^206,500, and thu population per 
mile 1,930. The uuiulier of train milcH 
run by each locomotive in Canada is 20, 
094, against 22,683. in the United States 
and 18,395 in Great Sritain. The aver- 
age charge per' mile is stated to be in 
Canada considerably less than in any 
other country.

The New York 
kS'iiH <iu<)to8 the Atlanta CcmMUulion, a 
leading journal of the South, upon this 
point. The Omistituiion is a stalwart pro- 
tectionist newspaper, Itut it says: 

We btilieve that Cleveland is all wrong 
on the trade question; nevertheless evorjr 
Psmoorut is bound to luppori; Him, fpr 



not to do so would be treason to tho party. 
The situation is an unweleonie one to us; 
nevertheless we, for our part, are for 
Cleveland through thick and thin. 

This may be accepted as pretty gener- 
ally expressing tho views of tho Southern 
Democratic protoctuuiists, and the Demo- 
crats may, no doubt, safely count upon a 
pretty solid South. The tariff question 
will have a much stronger influence upon 
the vote in the doubtful eastern states 
above mentioned. New York, New Jersey 
and Connecticut. It is to be expected 
that there Cleveland must lose many 
Democratic protectionist votes, though 
tho very strong commercial interests in 
those states would lead to the conclusion 
that the losses mitrht be made good by 
equal accessions from. , the .other side. 
Beyond this, and until . the. - candidates 
of tho two parties are' uhosen, it is hardly 
practicably to give any satisfactory intima- 
tion of the chances. But the Domocrals 
have a strong- advantage over what they 
had four years ago in the present control 
of fodorul power and patronage, the loss 
of which has proportionately weakened 
their Kopublican opponents. In politics, 
as ill projiorty matters, possession counts 
for a good deal, perhaps quite for the 
traditional nine points.

Jlessengcra were 
sent to remunstrato against Ilia conduct, 
but ho persisted, abused the inessengera 
and continued his remarkable inanifesta 
tions to such an extent that Speaker Al- 
lan was sent for to remove his wife from 
the gallery, and then Senator Alexander 
walked around to the Senators' gallery 
and with an air of triumph placed himself 
in the seat just vacated by Mrs. Allan. 
The imjiroper conduct of the Senator is 
generally and deservedly condemned,

!i censor. As a class they have won the 
biglie.sL praise, warnie.-il comnieiidation 
and .strongest endoi'sation fr'^ui eminenl 
ineml)ersof every profes.iiun, men of world- 
wide celebrity, competent to judge the 
matter. Sir Matthew is fifty years be- 
hind the newspapers of the inesent day. 

(Seattle Times.) 

The chief justice, however, in ordering 
judgment entered, went away beyond tlio 
limits of ordinary duty and courtesy, to 
critici.so and condemn tho journalistic 
profession. In his remarks which occupy 
a column in the Victoria Colonist, he 
took (iceasion to declare that "journals 
anil ni'wspapers are conducted by persons 
of scant}' education and a vulgar turn of 
nn'nd," and "the eliance.-; arc ninety nine 
Lo tine against there being any accuracy in 
their statenioiits or anything of tho kind." 
These quotations are but siunples of the 
diatribe uttered by the chief justice of the 
supreme court of British Columbia against 
jininiiilism in general, part of which are 
memorized extracts from a publication en- 
titled "Letters on Democracy in the Unit- 
ed States," pidilished moi'o than tifty 
years ago. 

The press iif Biitiali Columbia slnnild 
administer such a flagellation to this self- 
constituted and arrogant censor ns ho will 
romombor. It (>nce was tho fasioii to at- 
lack the piess in this country in a strain 
(;nmewli.-a Kimilai'. It is even now oeca- 
sionally attemj)led, but only by the fool 
and egotist. Tho intelligence and best 
judgment of the age, however, know and 
recopiiizo that the press, as a whole, is 
honestly nnd intelligently conducted, 
that its motives are patriotic and its ten- 
dency is towanl a higher plane of popular 
morals and a wider diU'uriion of nlici;.^s^:.ry 
•and henctieial pnliiic iuslruction. As- 
saults on it are pncn ile and impotent ex- 
hibitions of an iiitoleraiicy, which lias no 
place in our free institutions, and is 
neither supported by facts nor tho host 
judgment of intelligent, self-governing' 
citizens. The jness has its faults. It 
has many matters to discuss, iiuich ad- 
vice to give, a eoiitiniiouH succession of 
facts to clirnnicle. It would be niiracul- 
ous if it were not sometimes in error, Imt 
the fact remains that a free pi'oss, guarded 
by law and amenable to law fiu' malicious 
injury inflicted, is the most important 
factor in tho progress of to-day, the 
rallying point for assault upon wroiiL', 
tho citadel of dofcncu against it.

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"TAB MISSIONARIES AND THE IN 
DlAx\d." 

To The Editor: — 1 have just had niy 
attention drawn to your ar^^irle of Thurs- 
day laat ou the subject of the heading 
to this letter. It is not often I hiivo hud 
occasion to widely differ with your views 
on matters of moring public intoreRt. 
You and I generally get' along very well 
together, and as a rule I read your 
articles with pleasure and i)rofib. 
But, air, ill the matter of the 
missionaries and tho [luliana our ideas 
are as wide apart as the poles. 1 find it 
impossible to roconcilo yuur sentiuiontB 
with what 1 conceive to be a just treat- 
ment of this great and ever-iiitorestiiig 
question. In the lirat place I emphatical- 
ly deny that "the Methodist body are the 
only ones who are in constant trouble 
and -who are sooraingly never without a 
grievance." One would be inclined to 
think that you have never heard of Mi'. 
Duncan and his Metlakahthins, of tlioir 
bad treatment by the two };«vuramon1s 
and their tinal ouiigration, were it not 
for...the fact that their grievanoea have 
been brought prominently i before the 
country through your own columns. L 
ain oneVof those who have always be- 
lieved that Mr. Duncan's efforts wore not 
appreciated by tho government of tliJ.s 
province; that great injustice was done 
him by successive conuniHHioiiors sent 
to inquire ittto tlie condition of 
the mission, and that at hu.l 
despairing of receiving that treatment t 
which his eminent services entitled him 
ho wont away. The selection may hav 
been accidental; but is it not a little 
strange that the inonibora of the various 
conuniasions wore drawn oxcliisivoly from 
Churcii of England adherents ? It wiis 
with tho Churidi of England that iMV. 
Duncan had his first ([uarrel and the re- 
ligious personnel of the commissions ii 
evidence of the propund orating intluenc.> 
of that great body with our executive 
council. For one,: I never IdQked for fair 
play from commissions so constituted; ami 
1 was never disappointed. By a strange (0 
coincidence the late Naas Kivur counni.s- 
sion was also composed of Church of Eng- 
land adherents, and we had the influence 
of thJkt body manifested in tho pages of 
the repo.rt which, inferontiully nt least, 
oondepuuf the Methodist missionaries. 
Oould these coincidences be accidental I 
Why were not commissioners selected 
from bodies not at varianoa in tho matters 
involved ? 

Again, sir, I take exception to your sneer 
at tho Methodist missionaries for engag- 
ing in trade — because I am ina position to 
know that the. eatablisbmenfc of trading 
posts amongst them has done as much to 
turn tho natives of the Northwest coa.st 
from their heathenish practices and ](ur- 
Buits as the introduction of the liihle. 
The two are working ivell together. 
Wheiiyou counsel an Indian to renouuco 
heathenism and its ways he naturally asks 
you how he is to gain a livelihood as a 
civilized being. Then the value of the 
tradint; missionary becomes manifest. He 
offers to show the savage how to till the 
soil and can fish, to make his own blank- 
ets; to log tho timber and convert it into 
lumber; to tear down his wigwam and 
erect a comfortable dwelling. Ho oti'er.s 
to teach him to read and write and keej) 
accounts, so that in trade ho cannot bo 
imposed upon by unprmcipled whites. 
Having demonstrated to the heathen tiiat 
his temporal condition will be improved 
by dotting the breech-clout and blanket 
and substituting the pants anil 
coat; by exchanging industrial pur- 
: ■uit.a for his shiftless and nomadic 
metlioda of supplying his daily wants, the 
missionary is next enabled to hold out to 
him the Sroad' M Life with a reasonable 
hope that it will be accepted with eager- 
ness. Mr. Duncan attributes much of 
his great success in reaching the Indian'') 
heart to trade, and Bi-shoji Ridley was not 
■iQK.i^i following his example by estab- 
Usnih'g a store. Mr. Crosby found tho 
Taimpseaus heabheiiiatic and cannibalistic 
ih their rites and habits. He has, created 
from that unpromising material an indus- 
trious and law-abiding community of 
Christians through tho midst of wIkjiu the 
white man may travel in perfect safety. 
If he is poor, the Christian natives will 
supply his wants from their abundance; 
if he is wealthy, he may entrust his gohl 
to them in(peEfecb,O0nMeuco that every 
penny will be accounted for. 

Who has forgotten tho Yooinaii's mur- 
der at the Forks of Skeena / Where did 
tho provincial authorities apply when they 
sought to arrest tho assassin ! Tu the 
Tsimpsean Mission, conducted by Uevs. 
Crosby and Green, who acted as guides 
and counselled the interior Indians to do 
liver up the mUrderer, (a great chief) and 
told them of the strong arm of the govern- 
ment that would be stretched out to crush 
thoin if thuy should harm Mr. Elliott and 
Mr. Roycriift who were sent to make th'j 
arrest. Tho governinoiit oflicera were pro- 
fuse in their thanks to Messrs. Crosbj- 
aiid Green on that occasion for averting 
war; and to-day those gentlemen who 
have done so much to bring the Indians 
within the fold of Christ and to make 
thorn useful members of society are held 
up to public «corn as firebrands who have 
gone among the savages with tho sole 
object of making money out of them. 

If you had known tho Metlakahtlans 
ah|d Tsimpseans (as 1 did) before the Dun- 
can and Crosby missions were estubhshcd, 
you would now be able to appreciate the 
service tho missionaries of tho northwest 
coast have rendered to civilization in 
evaiigeliniiig those tribes. 

Tho Indian land (piestion, I admit, in a 
large one. It is possible that the niissioii- 
arios have instructed tho natives under 
their charge that they should bo compen- 
8ai!^>f6r.their lands. But in .doilig.thui 
there is a distinguished precedent m the 
speech of Lord DuH'erin at Victoria in 
1876, when tho right of the natives to be 
paid for their hinds was clearly laid down. 
I do not say that I hol.l witli Lord iJiif- 
ferin; but the fact remains and the mis- 
sionaries have not stepped outside the 
lines laid down by Lord Duflerin. 

I could go on at great length to review 
your article, l)iit 1 think 1 have 
said ciUiUgh to convince even you 
that the Methodial.s are not the 
only body who have a jjiiovance and 
that their presence on the northwest 
coast is for a higher and nobler purpose 
than to make money.' I-fear-'from thb 
tone ■ of your article that the tactics 
which wore successfully ado])ted t(j 
destroy Mr. Duncan's mission are 
about to be employed to break 
down the Methodist mission at 
Tainijiaean. The influences that wire 
brought to boar on Mr. Duncan by 
tho Bishop of Caledonia seem about to 
be directed at the Methodists. Well, 
sir, I do not fear that the plot will suc- 
ceed. I liave an abiding f'.iith in tho mili- 
tant resoilices of the Melhodiiit cliiuch, 
and the men or goveniiueiits that may 
tear down the banner of Chi iMt planted 
by Crosby and Green on Naas river w ill 
shortly have reasoti to wish, with Job, 
that they had never been borii.

.tlhilujc Ansaylntii. 

Aa we have ijreviously stated, the pro- 
posal haa been made t<j the government to 
establish mining aasayiats in did'erent 
portif)ns of Canada. In the United States 
government assayiats may be found in all 
tho mining rei;ions to assay ores, the price 
of the analysis not exceeding more than 
two dollars and a half. Tliese exports 
are salaried i/llicials of tho government 
and ahluuigh the fees paid to them by the 
miiiera are low the income from feea ex- 
ceeds by one-third the ;iinomit paid for 
salaries. In Canada, owing to tlie scar- 
city of assajdsts, and the distance tho ores 
have to be sent, an assay cannot bo se- 
cured under twenty dollars, which is a 
high (igure for a prospector to pay. It is 
jiroposed, therefore, to establish six or 
eight assayists in ditreront parts of the 
Dominion: one, aay, in the Cariboo dis- 
trict, B. C. ; another in tho Rockies; one 
each near tho Lake of the NV(Jods, at 
Port Arthur, the "Sault," Sudbury; one 
ill Quebec and one in tho Maritime Pro- 
vinces, and that the cost of an assay be 
reduced to a minimum.

THE HAIL MERVICE. 

The City Council Meet and Faas a KcBoiutlon. 

A special meeting of the city council 
was held last evening fur the purpcse of 
talcing into consideration the action of the 
Dmuinion govoniment with regard to the 
withdrawal of tho mail service by steamer 
between Victoria and San Francisco. The 
following resolution was unanimously car- 
ried:

And whereas, said service has been 
withdrawn for months past by the Do- 
minion government, greatly to tho injury 
of commerce, not only of this city, but to 
the detriment of the province at largo; 

Therefore be it reaolvcd, that the cor- 
])oration of Victoria in council aasembled, 
condemns the action of the Dominion 
government f(U' completely ignoring one 
of thu important conditions of union 
without the consent of the/provinoe, Aand 
demaud that said mail service -be estab- 
lished forthwith.
